STRIKES ROCK 


Defeated in House byVote 
of 172 to 175. 


Opponents of the ‘Bill, Which |

Washington, March 2.—The ship sub- 
sidy bill was rejected by the house of 
representatives today by a vote of 172 


to 175. 

The principal feature of the bill is the 
provision that American mail steamships 
of 16 Knots or over, and of not less than 
5,000 gross tons, shal be paid $4.60 per 
nautical mile outwardbound on routes of 
4,000 miles or upward to South America, 
Philippines, Asia and Australia. 

Mr. Landis, of Indiana, made an earn- 
est plea for the passage of the bill. 

Infernal Fraud, Says Moon. 

Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, led the oppo- 
sition to the measure. “It is an infernal 
fraud, designed to plunder the treasury,’ 
he declared. Speaking of the provision 
for training of American boys and an- 
swering the plea of patriotism advanced 
by Mr. Landis, he said that it was but a 
blind to hide the giving of the people's 
money to corporations of shipowners. 

The climax .came when Minority 
Leader Clark declared that a lobby had 
been carried on “right *on the floor of 
the house” in favor ofthe passage Of 
the bill. “It is an outrage to a civilized 
country,” he declared, “this thing of 
coaxing men, of button- holing men, and 
I undertake to say that when Mr. Moon, 
of Tennessee, denounced this bill as an 
infernal fraud, ‘he used language he was 
justified in using.”’ 

Outrageous, Says Cockran. 

The debate against the bill was closed 
by Mr. Cockran, of New-York. He de- 
nounced the sending of the American 
flag abroad by a subsidy, “as an out- 
rageous concession of the enslaving of a 
people through the agency of a govern- 
ment.’’ 

Among those to speak for the bill were 
Goebel ef Ohio, Landis of Indiana, Hum- 
phrey of Washington, and Hobson of 
Alabama; against it were Small of 
North Carolina, Kustermann of Wiscon- 
sin, Stafford of Wisconsin, Lloyd of Mis- 
souri, Sulzer of New York, Burton of 
Ohio, Saunders of Virginia, Wilson of 
Pennsylvania, Clark of Missouri, Steen- 
erson Of Minnesota, Finley of South Car- 
Olina, and Norrig of Nebraska. 

‘The feeling in the house was strained 
as the hour of voting approached. The 
attendance was probably the largest of 
the _season. — “that 
the-vote would be close. 

, Brought in Invalid Chair. 

_ Representative Goldfogle, of New 
York, who was operated on yesterday, 
in a hospital, was carried on the floor 
in a chair to vote against the bill. 

A scene of wild confusion followed the 
roll call. With the announcement of the 
vote of !72 in the affirmative, the 
speaker hesitated to get a good breath, 
and then said, “175 in the negative.’’ 

The democratic side of the house broke 
forth in cheers. 

Mr. Overstreet, in charge of the bill, 
was recognized, and he asked to be per- 
mitted to change his vote. This would 
have allowed him to move to reconsider, 
and have another vote on the bill. The 
speaker informed him that the vote had 
been announced; and his request came 
too late. 

Thirty republicans voted against the 
measure, and four democrats for it.

Tample, N. H., March 2.—While 
crazed with drink George L. Marcotte, 
a valet in the employ of Brigadier eas. | 
eral James Miller, United States army, 
ran amuck today and after shooting at 
several villagers was shot and killed 
by Rev. Harvey Eastman, 
the local Congregational church. 

The tragedy occurred at General Mil. 
ler’s residence, !% miles from Temple. 
Maréotte had been drinking freely for 
Some time. This afternoon he seized 
one of General Miller’s pistols, dis- 
charged it at random and drove the 
general and his housekeeper from the 
house, 

Eight Armed Men. 

General Miller telephoned to Temple 
for assistan@e, and in response eight 
armed men hastened to Miller’s home. 
They surrounded the house, hoping to 
induce Marcotte to surrender, but the 
valet refused to do so, and maintained 
his threatening attitude. 

Finally Marcotte left the house by 
the back door. Rev. Mr .Bastman and 
Daviuson were nearer to Marcotte than 
the others, and endeavored to persuade 
the insane man to lay down his pistol. 
A shot was the invariable reply. Asa 
last resort Davidson, who was armed 
with a revolver, fired at Marcotte, but 
missed him. The valet continued 
shoot; but fis “aim” e 

Preacher Fire, and Kills. : 

Finally Rev. Mr. Eastman pointed a 
Shotgun at the valet and demanded 
that he surrender. To save his life the 
minister discharged the gun, the con- 
tents striking Marcotte in -the fore- 
head and killing him. 

The authorities took no action except 
to hold a formal inquest... Rev. Mr. 
Eastman is about twenty-five years old, 
and has been stationed in Temple two 
years, 


NO AUTHORITY 
FOR ROSEVELF 


To Sanction Scoop of 
Tennessee Concern. 


Seven Members of the Senate 


Judiciary Committe Hold 
That Prsident Acted Above 
Law—Some Members Think 
Roosevelt Was Misled. 


Washington, March 2.—Seven mem- 
bérs of the senate committee on judici- 
ary signed the report declaring that 
President Roosevelt, without any au- 
thority of law, sanctioned the absorp- 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company by the United States Steel 
Corporation, and that the merger was 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Two of the majority of the com- 
mittee, however, attached certain indi- 
vidual views which to agree mini- 
mize the effect of the declaration. 
Under an agreement reached in the 
committee on judiciary yesterday, any 
views submitted have the standing of 
individual opinions only. Chairman 
Clark today reported the disagreement 
in the committee, and soon afterwards 
Senator Culberson presented the views 
of seven members ef the committee. 
These were signed by Senators Nelson, 
Kittredge and Foraker, republicans, 
and Culberson, Bacon, Rayner and 
Overman, democrats. The additional 
views were givenyby Senators Nelson 
and Bacon, 

In the opinion of Mr. Nelson the pres- 
fdent may have been misled by the of- 
ficials of the United States Steel Cor- 
portation Messrs. Frick and Gary, who 
urged upon him the necesity of nermit- 
ting the steel corporation to buy the 
Tennessee concern in order to save a 
business institution of New York city 
during the panicky days of October and 
November, 1907. 

Mr. Bacon expressed doubt whether 
the senate should pronounce finally 

upon the question whether the presi- 
dent committed a wrongful act, for the 
reason that the senate is judge in im- 
peachment proceedings. He takes thé 
position that the merger was illegal, 
but that the senate should not take 
any action to prejudice any proceed- 
ings that. might hereafter be brought 
before it. 

Senators Culberson and Kittredge 
take the position that a majority of 
the committee has reported that the 
merger was illegal, and that the de- 
partment of justice should proceed 
against the United States Steel Cor- 
poration to dissolve it. 

This disagreement on the resolution 


was placed on the calendar and will 
expire with the of the present 
session.

Dublin, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—Mon- 
day night about 7:30 o’clock F. A. Brant- 
lay and Whit Brantley, shot and serious- 
ly Wounded their father, Jake Brantley, 
brother of ex-Genator C. W. Brantley, 
of Dublin. The shooting took place at 
Brewton, ten miles from here, and was 
caused from a family row.

FINE HUNTING KNIFE 
GIVEN TO ROOSEVELT 


it Is Gold Headed and Jeweled 
and Cost About 
$1,250. 


Washington, March 2.—President 
Roosevelt today received a magnificent 
gold-headed, jeweled hunting knife, a 
present from his old friend, Justice 
James W. Gerard, of the supreme court 
of New York. The end of the handle 
is an eagle head of solid gold, with 
eyes of rubies. The hilt is of heads of 
bears in solid gold, handsomely carved. 

The coat-of-arms of the United States 
and the monogram of President Roose- 
velt are worked on the handle. The 
gold is intermingled with platinum upon 
the bright surmace of which are hunt- 
ing scenes and figures of native Afri- 
cans. It is estimated that the knife 
cost $1,250. The blade is of the finest 
steel, wpon which is inscribed ‘“‘Pre- 
sented to Theodore Roosevelt by his 
friend, James W. Gerard.”

| injured last night by being thrown to 
the track during his motor-paced race 
with Etmer Collins» A bad gash oyer 
the left eye. laid. the skull bare, while 4 
large contused wound covered the left 
knee cap. The injured rider regained 
consciousness after ‘being carried to his 
dressing room. His injuries were at- 
tended by a physician, who pronounced 
hig hurts as nothing worse than pain- 
ful.” 

Wailey’s fall took place during the 
twelfth mile of the Collins-Wiley race. 
Collins had just succeeded in passing 
Wiley, having gained a little better than 
half a lap. Both riders were going at 
a terrific clip, Wiley fighting gamely 
to prevent Collins passing him. Thus, 
almost abreast, the two flashed around 
the high eastern end of the track almost 
on even terms. Then ,just as Collins 
began to pull away, Wiley’s front tire 
left the rim and instantly the rider was 
precipitated headlong upon the steep 
incline, 

In landing, Wiley hit first upon his 
face and left shoulder. He then rolled, 
apparently lifeless to the floor of the 
arena. Turville, who, of course, knew 
nothing of the accident, flashed back 
around the end in an incredibly short 
space of time, and it was only by cool 
headwork that he managed to miss ---e 
prostrate rider. 

Wiley was hurried unconscious to his 
dressing room, and two physicians, who 
chanced to be among the spectators, 
followed at the request of Referee E. E.

Washington, March 2.—When the re- 
sort of the conference committee on 
the agricultural bill was finally adopt- 
ed by the house and senate, late today, 
the senate amendment providing an 
appropriation for printing the report 
of the country life commission was 
stricken from the bill, after a second 
conference had been had on the bill. 
The debate in the house on this feature 
of the bill was marked by caustic crit- 
icism of President Roosevelt. Messrs. 
Reeder of Kansas, Stephens of Texas, 
Fitzgerald of New York, Hepburn of 
Iowa, Lever of South Carolina, Stan- 
ley of Kentucky and Tawney of Min- 
nesota participated. 

The democrats generally took the po- 
sition that the commission had been 
created by the president without au- 
thority of law. 

Mr. Stanley was among the more pro- 
nounced. He said: “We don’t want to 
have a bunch of men in frock coats and 
silk hats riding around in automobiles 
and eating canvas-back duck and 
drinking champagne, trying to tell 
farmers how to eat greens, draw water 
and milk cows. We don’t want a city 
commission to teach farmers.”’ 

He said the commission probably 
Would not know the difference between 
a chicken and a turkey, or a horse and 
a yearling calf. 

Mr. Tawney was sarcastic in his op- 
position to the amendment. “If we 
continue these commissions,” he said, 
“we will be having government by ex- 
ecutive choice, and not by law.” 

The provision was sent back to con- 
ference by a decisive vote. At the sec- 
ond conference the senate conferees re- 
ceded fromhtierdemanus foran aippro-- 
priation of $265,000 to print the report 
of thé commission on country life, ana 
thus reached a complete agreement with 
the bill. . .

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' EXORBITANT DUTY ON SUGAR. 


Kvery Man, woman and child in the United States is directly interested 
in the reduction of the tariff tax upon sugar. 

There is, perhaps, no article more generally used upon which so high 
a cifstoms duty is levied. : 

-It is conservatively estimated that if the tariff tax of 80 per cent ad 
valorem were removed from sugar, its price to the consumer would bé al- 
most 2 cents a pound lower than the present retail rate. 

Yet this almost fabulous duty is maintained ostensibly to protect an 
infant industry which has remained in infancy and shows no signs of cast- 
ing off its swaddling clothes. 

Three-fourths of all the sugar consumed in the United States is im- 
ported from foreign markets, and the increase in that produced in the 
United States has not even kept pace with its approximate one-fourth of the 
consumption. Ms 
The American sugar industry has grown but little, even under the fos- 
tering @are of an excessive tariff; it is the sugar trust that has fattened at 
the expense of the consumers. | 3 

Last year the United States imported 2,284,791 tons of sugar, upon which 
the public paid a tariff tax of $142,323,747, or about $1.50 for every man, 
woman and child in the entire country. 

Thus sugar, an absolute necessity, is put upon the basis of the foremost 
of luxuries. Foreign automobiles pay 45 per cent, for instance, as agaiyst 
Ssugar’s 80. Automobile consumption, however, is comparatively limited. 

The wholesale grocers of the United States have taken hold of the sub- 
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ject through a committee whose membership reaches practically every sec- 
tion of the country, with the avowed purpose of obtaining cheaper sugar for 


the consumer through reduction of duties both on raw and refined sugars. 
‘The Georgia members upon this committee are H. Y.° McCord, of Atianta; 
John E. Talmadge, Jr., of Athens, and W. E. Small, of Macon. 

Sugar is sold on a percentage of profit which remains practically sta- 
tionary, therefore any reduction which they may succeed in securing will 
redound to the advantage of the consumer. Reduction of the duty to 40 
per cent, for example, would mean a decrease of abcut one cent a pound 
in the retail price of this.staple article. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the overwhelming weight of justice is 
upon their side, they have an uphill fight against the powerful influences 


Pwhich are being brought to bear by the large sugar interests. 


If there is any sincerity in the republican pretensions of genuine tariff 
revision, there>may be some hope for success; otherwise, it will be about 
as effective as fighting a buzz saw. 

Right here is a splendid opportunity for minority effort. With the dem- 
ocratic members standing solidly back of the interests of the consumer and 
justice on their side, there is at least hope of commanding sufficient repub- 
lican support to force a compromise which may cut this excessive charge 
half in two, 

Unfortunately, the American consumer has had too scant representation 
in the matter of tariff framing, even upon the floors of congress. 

It is about time he were getting at least a portion of his dué.

IMPORTANCE OF SOIL SURVEYS. 


In an admirable, analytical speech delivered recently in the lower house 
of congress, when the agricultural appropriation bill was under considera- 
tion, Congressman Charles G. Edwards, of the first Georgia district, stressed 
the great importance to the agricultural interests of the United States of 
scientific soil surveys, to which just sufficient attention has been given to 
demonstrate their valuable results. 

For instance, as Congressman Edwards pointed out, it was through these 
government soil surveys that the rich tobaccb lands of Florida and South 
Georgia were discovered and thereby so greatly enhanced in value. 

- Kew farmers know anything about the chemistry of the land with which 
they are dealing. They may know from experience what one of two or 
three different crops thrive best upon it, but generally they are ignorant 
of the particular growth to which it is best adapted. 

When scientific investigation develops the fact that land which has 
been valued at no more than.$5 an acre is worth, as the result of discovery 
of its peculiar adaptability, from $100 to $200, the importance of this work | 


cannot be overestimated. 
There are now on file with the bureau of soils in the national depart-

‘ment of agriculture more than five hundred requests for soil surveys, affect- 


ing an area of more than 600,000 square miles of territory, but with the 
present force and appropriation at the bureau's disposal it would require 
more than ten years to make these investigations. 

Congressman Edwards has made determined effort to secure a soil sur- 
vey for Bulloch county, particularly because of the location there of the 
agricultural schoo] for the first copgressional district, but has been met at 
every turn with the answer, “not sufficient funds.” 

Upposing the policy of niggardly dealing with the great agricultural in- 
cerests of the nation, while spending millions upon army and navy, Congress- 


man Edwards said:: 

The people not énly want these soil surveys and soil maps of their lands, 
but they are clamoring for them. We can a great deal better make appropria- 
tions for a productive and important interest of this kind than for huge battle- 
ships costing into the millions, in the building and maintenance of which we 
are literally wasting the people’s money. I am opposed to all such extrava- 
gant and wasteful appropriations, and think it is high time that the govern- 
ment, which is now at peace witl? the rest of the world, should cease to in- 
erease its already unreasonable appropriations for a larger army and a larger 
navy. These large and extravagant appropriations should and could be applied 
with better advantage and with better grace te the payment of the public debt 
oe ned purposes that will be productive instead of destructive to ths nation’s 
w . |

New York, March 2.—The interstate 
commerce commission, through a brand- 
new legal circumstance, has allied  it- 
self with the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroad iff that corporation's 
efforts to stop thievery of fares. The 
alliance will make “‘knocking down” a 
federal offense, to be prosecuted by the 
government.

Letter About Convicts. 

Secretary Goodloe Yancey has prepared 
a circular letter, a copy of which wiil 
be sent to each board of county commis- 
sioners in the state along with an order 
for the number of convicts allotted to 
it, just as seon as the commission takes 
final action with reference to placing 
the white convicts on a prison farm. 

The letter which will be read with in- 
terest in those counties whith are to 
use state convicts, is as follows: 

Dear Sir: We beg to hand you herewith or- 
der for your quota of felony convicts. You 
will have you warden, or bis deputy, at 
place designated not later than afternoon of 
March 31, as the convicts will be delivered 
to you at the camp at sunrise of April 1. 
You will make all necessary arrangements for 
the care and transportation of the convicts 
after receiving them. We suggest. that you 
take one experienced guard from the camp 
at which you will receive the convicts, unless 
you have been working the convicts, and even 
then a guard who has some knowledge of the 
convicts you are to get willl be of much 
value to vou. You will find-at the camp a 
number of good guns. such as we have de- 
cided are the best and most economical for 
use in guarding convicts. If you so wish you 
can take as many of these guns as you de- 
sire, and the commission will be pleased to 
sell them to you at greatly reduced price. 
say $10 per gun, which you can remit after 
the convicts are recétived at your county camp. 

We trust you have made all necessary ar- 
rangements for the labor of the convicts, and 
will use your best efforts to see that they are 
properly cared for and securely held. We 
fee] that we should caution you as to their 
safe-keening. They will require more guards 
than misdemeanor convicts, and you will find 
it cheaper to hold those you first recetve 
than to go to the ecnst of transportation of 
getting new men. who are not in physical 
condition to do the same labor. Have your 
warden to report number of convicts recefved 
the dav he arrives at your camp, and at 
once enter them on his register. We have 
heretofore sent vou printed instructions for 
guidance of warden in making out and ren- 
dering reports. With best wishes for success 
of your work with the canvicts, and hoping 
our association may prove to be pleasant and 
prefitable to your county, we are, respect- 


fully, etc.

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How will the redistricting of the city 
affect the aldermen and councilmen? 

Gince the general council has divided 
the city into ten wards and has changed 
all of the ward lines, much interest is 
being manifested in how the aldermen 
and councilmen will stand as to loca- 


tion. 

The alderman and two councilmen in 
the first ward will etill reside in the 
new first ward; the situation is the same 
in the second, third and fourth wards. 

By the change of the west line of the 
sixth ward and the east line of the fifth 
ward, both the alderman and the two 
couneilmen in the fifth ward will reside 
in the new sixth ward. That is, Alder- 
man H. ‘M. Beutell and.Councilmen Witn 
and Walraven now reside in that part of 
the fifth ward which will next year be- 
come a part of the sixth ward. 

As the terms of Alderman Beutell and 
Councilman Winn expire this year, the 
change from one ward into another of 
their residences will not cause any difti- 
culty; but as Councilman Walraven’s 
term does not expire untif the last of 
next year his case becomes interesting. 

Which Will He Represent? 

Next year Councilman Walraven, while 
having been elected from the fifth ward, 
will reside in the sixth. To meet such 
a situation, the redistricting committee 
has provided a resolution, which council 
adopted, that will either allow Council- 
man Walraven to represent the fifth 
ward, although residing in the sixth, or 
he will be changed from a fifth ward to 
a sixth ward*councilman. In the for- 
mer case, the fifth ward will elect an 
alderman and one councilman this year; 
in the latter case, the sixth ward will not 
elect any councilman, as the hold-over in 
that ward, Councilman Amorous, and 
Councilman Walraven will make the 
two. The charter amendment will state 
which plan will be adopted. 

In the sixth, the seventh, the eighth 
and the ninth wards, none of the alder- 
men and councilmen will be affected by 
the change of ward lnes. 

The redistricting ordinance, which was 
adopted by the general council last Mon- 
day, must be passed upon by the legis- 
lature as a charter amendment. In the 
account of council’s action given in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, the new territory 
named, with Oakland City; was that 
which the committee’ decided to annex 
and which was published in The Consti- 
tution some time ago.

Trivial Business Affair Leads to 
Tragedy in Memphis. 
Memphis, Tenn., March  2.—Frank

With the mid-term examinations just 
completed, the faculty of the Tech ig 
congratulating itself upon the high-class 
of womk done by the student body as a 
whole, as evidenced by the showing made 
in the examinations just finished. An- 
nouncement is made that not only was 
the work of those who “passed,” much 
more satisfactory than usual, but it was 
found necessary to drop a far smaller 
number of students for inefficiency than 
ever before in the history of the insti- 
tution.

Within the past week, the 
number of students has been increased 
to 664, which is a high-water mark for 
the institutton. Beside, there were fully 
200 applicamts refused last fall, because 
there were not accommodations for them 
in the dormitories.

Nashville, Tenn., March 2.—This is 
the fourth day the wheels of legislation 
in Tennessee have been blocked by the 
absence of thirteen state senators who 
have run away to Kentucky, Georgia, 


Alabama and Ohio. The only change in 
tre situation this morning was seen in 
additional evidences’ on the part of the 
filldusterers who reached a compromise 
agreement with the majority of the 
senators looking to a settlement of ex- 
isting differences. 

it was understood this morning that 
overtures have been made by the ad- 
ministration forces in the senate, look- 
ing to a possible adjustment of existing 
differences which Brought about. the 
present filibustering tactics. It was 
also understood, however, that no com- 
promise overtures will be congidered 
by the state-wide members of the sen- 
ate as long as a senatorial quorum re- 
mains broken. 

Senator Dorsey Thomas, of Benton 
county, created a sensation in the sen- 
ate today by making a statement in 
which he roundly scored Senator John 
Isaac Cox. Among other things, he 
said: 

“Having no moral courage of his own, 
Iam not surprised that hecannot under- 
stand why any man should stand up 
for those principles which he thinks 
to be right and just. Having no re- 
gard for the rights of the people, I am 
not su ised that he should act in ut- 
ter disregard of their welfare. Being 
utterly craven in spirit, as shown by 
his actions and affiliations in the recent 
past, I am not surprised that he should 
think that his insinuations and ma- 
licilous innuendoes would not be re- 
sented, but I desire to further say to 
the senator from Sullivan now, that his 
insinuations are entirely gratuitous, ma- 
licious, unwarranted, brutal and un- 
true. 

“The senator from Sullivan was ask- 
ed for the name of the man who wrote, 
dictated or inspired the statement pre- 
sented by the senator from Sullivan on 
the floor of this senate on Monday, 
March |, 1909, and he refused to an- 
swer, and inasmuch as he refused to 
divulge the name of the man who did 
write, inspire or dictate the said state- 
ment, I now desire to request the sena- 
tor from Sullivan to state to that man 
who did write, inspire or dictate said 
statement, that the same is malicious 
and untrue and that the man who 
wrote, inspired or dictated the same is 
a slanderer and a falsifier.”’
